< are anil good Judgment should be j 
exercised in the selection of an orchard 
tract, lf It turns out well the profits 
are high, but lf it fails the losses are I 
heavy. It Involves the setting aside of ; 
good land, the use of Irrigation water j 
aud somewhat heavy expenses in pur­ 
chasing trees, setting them out 
a n d I 
c a ri n g for them until they begin to I 
la ar. 
Permanent ditches at tile head of 
orchard tracts should la* located by a 
surveyor. 
The proper grade depends 
chiefly on the soil, If the suit is loose 
mid easily eroded a slow velocity Is 
lies!, on the ether hand, the velocity 
must be sufficiently rapid to prevent 
tile deposition of silt and the growth 
of water plants. In ordinary soils a 
grade of two and one-half Inches to a 
hundred feet for a ditch carrying two 
cubic feet per second is not far out of 
the way. The amount of water to be 
cairi«*d varies from one-half to two or 
more cubic feet per second. A ditch 
haling a bottom width of twenty four 
inches, a depth of six Un ties ami slop­ 
ing sides ought to carry one and oue- 
11 a I f cubic feet per second on a grade 
of half an Inch to the rod or three 
inches to a hundred feet.

Occasionally it Is the lights, the 
music and tile pleasure* of a swiftly 
flowing city life that attract the girl 
from the country, but not often.

a light whose shadow covers tears and 
sorrow or the pleasure that is but a 
mask for pain. 
We are told that the 
“ glamour" of the city life I* the force 
that draw* the country girl* to town. 
Nothing of the sort. 
There Is little 
glamour *l*>uf the city for the healthy 
girl. 
The first thought of the country 
girl when she find* herself In the city 
I- “ how dirty” or "how awfully crowd 
iii." 
Hut not withstanding the dirt and 
the crowd* *he often remain* 
She

There Is a true hearted 
farmer tx»y back home probably win* 
would be glad to take lier into part­ 
nership. 
Hut lu the past the girl ha* 
seldom beeu taught to look forward 
v Uh pride to la* inning a farmer s wife 
or to regard a life on the farm as be 
lug a career worthy of her ambition. 
This I* the natural outeotne of the 
conditions for the quarter of a cen­ 
tury when farmer* were H e llin g their 
produce l*elow cont 
The lot of the 
firmer'* wife was oue of almost un 
relenting toll. as was that of the 
farmer himself. 
There wa* little to 
lighten the monotony of the c e a s e le s s 
grind 
of 
housework. 
Her 
horizon 
was limited by the kitchen walls, and 
hor highest ambition was to keep the 


b o y * out of tile *iie*t room." 
It I* 
little wonder that she ho|»ed for some 
thing lietter for her daughters 
She 
mw unfolding In them tier own girl­ 
ie **1. and site dreaded to see them 
spend their lives In the hopeless task 
<>f keeping body aud soul together as 
she had done. 
Her Idea of city life was vague. 
Most of the city 
women she saw 
were well dreaded, unwrinkled and 
seemingly happy 
They were living 
the kind of Ufo she would choose 
for her daughter 
The toll of the 
wive* of the laborer laborers she did 
riot see 
Hue of the main realms 
that all through this period the coun­ 
try looked up to the city aud the city 
looked down on tile country wa* that 
country people saw only the hest ald# 


r the city and the city |>eople saw 
.ly the worst side of the country. 
The change that ha* come about in 
country life in the past decade aud a 
half is so great a* to he almost un­ 
believable 
Many 
of 
the 
country 
people themselves refuse to believe It. 
They read the reports of high prices 
skeptically, and not until the produce 
I* *< id and (lie money iii their hand* 
will they 
really believe t heir good 
fortune 
Even then they will shake 
their heads and say that prices will 
surely g o down ta»fore they have an­ 
other crop ready for market. 
They 
have so long beeu content with a 
small return for their labor and no

allowance at all for lift crest on their 
money or for the fertility which they 
are selling away from their land that 
they can hardly believe that the time 
hat coma when the farmer is getting 
enough for hie produce to enable bim 
to put farming on a busine** basis.

The country girl ba* a different idea 
of a career now.

She has bad her longing to see 
the wrorld satisfied by visits to dry 
friends aud relative* 
She ha* seen 
that all the conveniences of city home* 
are duplicated iii the country. 
She 
has admired the spacious law** and 
beautiful grounds of some of im- bes! 
of the city bouses, but she be* ! cen 
observant enough to note thru such 
houses belong only to Die few. 
She 
bas gone to the theater with 
her 
friends and enjoyed it. but no more 
than she enjoys tile homemade the 
at Heals in her home town or the play* 
and lectures she ha* attended in tim 
larger country towns by trolley. 
She 
has been surprised to find that ber 
friends in the city do uot know their 
uext door neighbor. 
The excuse that 
"they are not in our set" bas puzzled 
tier democratic little soul. 
It ts dif­ 
ferent In the country, where every one 
sympathizes with every one else’s aor 
rows and laughs with all in their joys 
The girl comes back from a trip to 
the city better satisfied than ever with 
her country borne. 
Her father may 
uot lie worth more than $5,000 or $10, 
OOO or $15,000 measured in money, but 
bis bouse and grounds are equal in all 
essential re s is ts to many of the mil­ 
lionaires' residences she saw iu the 
city. 
Her girl friends In the city were 
coaxing their fattier to buy them au 
automobile so that they could "go 
somewhere '' The country girl and her 
mother have a horse Hod buggy that 
are sacred to their use. The horse is so 
gentle that lie will not even bat his 
eyelid at an automobile aud the buggy 
so shiny that they are proud to lie seen 
anywhere iii it. 
They can bitch up 
and go where and when they please 
The laundry In the basement has tak 
eu away the terrors of wasli day. The 
convenience* in the kitchen have great 
ly lessened the work of feeding th** 
hungry men folks. 
The farm reading table is strewn 
wit ii the latest magazine*, aud the girl 
ha 
a piano or at least an orgau 
A 
piano dealer In one of the middle west 
em state* recently told me that tie 
sold fifteen piano* to the farmers In 
one township last year. 
If the farm 
er a daughter wants a piano he Is go 
ing to get It for her 
He may have to 
raise a few more hogs next year to pay 
for It. but that I* easily done. 
Taking everything together, any com 
par!son* that the country girl may Im* 
able to draw are favorable to the farm 
She has been raised it) the open air 
The pig* aud the calves and the chick 
eus are her playmate* 
The colts will 
come when she whistles, for who ever 
heard of m country girl who couldn't 
whistle? 
She can name all the tree* 
in the wood lot. and she knows the

Schools have beeu

ne**, 
lf *he I* in one of the most up 
to date ( tun mil nit ie*, she begins to 
learn sewing aud cooking In the rural 
school. 
If uot given there, It comes 
In the high school or the preparatory 
school or the small college 
All of 
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those institutions are providing courses 
in dome*tic science. 
They do not dis 
pule the fact that love is the basis of 
a succenaful marriage, but they realize 
that a good digestion is the baal* of a 
loving disposition. 
In awakeuiug tbs community to the 
realization of Its owu duties aud ita 
possibilities the influence of the farm­ 
er's wife is even greater tbau that of 
the farmer himself.

From tbs data of the Ant settlement 
of America there was warfare with the 
Indians, and during the war of th# 
Revolution there was also war with 
the British.

I they were hostile the inhabitants of 
! the place wert obliged to keep within 
I Its Inclosure. 
During this Indian hostility and con 
sequent lick of food a youth of sixteen 
made himself Invaluable by leaving 
the fort before dawn, banting all day 
and returning after nightfall with the 
game ha had shot. 
James Ray wa* 
the name of this brave boy, and he 
afterward became a general officer in 
the United States army. 
Doe day Rey and a companion were 
outside the fort shooting at a mark. 
Suddenly Ray heard the report of a 
rifle and hi* friend fell dead. 
It did 
nor require a process of reasoning for 
Ray to know that the shot had com# 
from sn Indian. 
Looking about him 
be saw tbs redskin who bad killed his 
friend and raising bls rifle was about 
to shoot him when there was a whoop 
from another quarter. 
Then Ray took 
to his heels and ran Uke a deer toward 
the fort a few hundred yards distant. 
Ray was a very quick runner. 
The 
Indiana could not catch bim. but they 
followed him with a brisk fire. 
He 
reached the fort without bavlug been 
hit. but found the gates closed 
Those 
within bad beard the firing, bad shut 
themselves In and were too terrified to 
••pen the gates. 
Ray called upon them 
to let him in. but fearing that lf they 
did the savages would follow him and 
iiiMSHacrs the garrison they refused to 
do so. 
Hay 
threw 
himself 
flat 
on 
tbs 
ground, a stump covering him from 
the fire of the enemy. 
That Is, the 
indiana couldn’t hit bim, though their 
bullets sang iu such proximity to hi* 
ears aa to make bim think that the 
uext would cut off one of them, or per 
haps tear a strip out of hi* Hide or 
go through hts foot. 
Ile ws« but In lf 
a dozen stet* from the fort, within 
which he would be safe lf be could 
only get there. 
But this was Impossible so long as 
the 
Indian* were threatening 
bim 
Near enough to see tboee In the fort 
looking through the loop boles be 
miked with them about ways to ext ti 
cate bim from bls position 
While the 
bullets were singing on either side of 
him he was conversing with his moth­ 
er 
There seemed uo way to relieve 
him except to open the gates, and by 
doing this many lives might be sa< rf 
Aced In aa Ineffectual attempt to aura 
oue. 
There was out in the fort who cof­ 
fered as much. doubtless far more. 
than Ray himself. That w a s bi* moth 
er 
She looked through a loophole. 
where abs could see him lying in his 
I»eri)ous position, and *he could see 
each spurt of smoke as It left an lu 
dtan rifle, kuowiug thai It marked the 
sending of a bullet to kill her boy 
And Ray could not only bear the bul 
let slag by bim aud feel the dust spriu 
kllng over him. but saw his (Intiger re 
fleeted in bls mother's face 
Hour after Bour pa seed without say 
changs la the situation 
Wbeo it 
seemed Impossible for him to He any 
touger lo one position aud be attempt­ 
ed to change It. the consequent expo 
sure of some portion of bls body would 
draw more fire. admoolHbing bim to
